the teaching of Christ in John 3: 
16, that “whosoever believeth in 
him shall not perish, but have ey- 
erlasting life,” and of Paul in Acts 
16:31, that “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved.” Now they say we must add 
baptism, good works, and what- 
not to the old-fashioned plan of 
salvation by the blood, and many 
do away entirely with the teach- 
ing of a supernatural regeneration 
by faith in Christ. 

Bullingerism has arisen, teaching 
that the baptism taught in the 
Great Commission for all nations 
and to the end of the world was 
after all only for the Jews; that 
@ new age or dispensation began 
since Jesus gave His world gird- 
ling command to the Apostles. 


Modern denominations eagerly 
substitute organization, boards, 
machinery, propaganda and denom- 
ination for the Bible plan of inde- 
pendent, local churches and preach- 
ers Spirit-led and Spirit-empow- 
ered. Most people like to believe 
that we have found better ways of 
doing things than Bible ways, a 
better gospel than the Bible gos- 
pel, a better code of living than 
New Testament standards. 

Nearly every modern cult joins 
with the modernists in teaching a 
new dispensation, a new age since 
New Testament times. Christian 
Science teaches tuat a new age 
came with Mary Baker Eddy and 
her book “Science and Health With 
Key to the Scriptures.” The Mor- 
mons believe that a new age came 
with Joseph Smith. The Seventh 
Day Adventists beueve that a new 
age began, with added Divine in- 
spiration, in 1844. Mrs. White’s 
writings are regarded as inspired 
of God. The Rutherfordites or 
“Jehovah Witnesses’ believe that 
a new dispensation began in 1914, 
in the days of “Pastor Russell.” 

On every hand we hear it stat- 
ed that the dispensation is past 
when Christians may be baptized 
or covered with the Spirit of God 
for His service, that the age when 
God miraculously heals the sick 
in answer to prayer is forever 
gone, or that the age when all 
things are possible to the Christian 
who has faith enough was only 
for the Apostles and those who 
lived in Bible times. A favorite 
Slogan of the doubters is, “The 
age of miracles is past.» They say 
that since the apostles died God 
never works the same any more 
and these unbelievers put us in an 
entirely new age when we cannot, 
they say, depend upon all of the 
New Testament as our pattern and 
guide. 


See if These Verses Are in Your 
Bible 


But we still have the Bible, the 
Word of God. And those of us who 
are outright Bible-believing Chris- 
tians must settle everything by the 
Word of God. So I suggest that 
you check up the following Scrip- 
tures and see if they are really in 
your Bible. If they are, you will

They are either reliable or not re- 
liable, they are true or false, they 
are either in force or out of date. 
You must either leave them in the 
Bible or cut them: out, if they are 
really in the Word of God. Check 
up and see,

Teaching them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you: and, lo, 
lam with you alway, even unto 
the end of the world. Amen.”

“And Jesus answering saith 
unto them, Have faith in God. 
23. For verily I say unto you, 
That whosoever shall say unto 
this mountain, Be thou removed, 
and be thou cast into the sea;

things which he saith shall come 
to pass; he shall have whatsvo- 
ever he saith. 24. Therefore I 
say unto you, What things so-

“Is any sick among you? let 
him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in 
the name of the Lord: 15. And 
the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he have com- 
mitted sins, they shall be for- 
given him. 16. Confess your 
faults one to another, and pray 
one for another, that ye may be 
healed. The effectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much. 17. Elias was a 
man subject to like passions as 
we are,-and he prayed earnestly 
that it might not rain: and it 
rained not on the earth by the 
space of three years and six 
months. 18. And he prayed 
again, and the heaven gave rain, 
and the earth brought forth her 
fruit.” 

Any honest Christian who thinks 
God has changed His plan about 
answering prayer, about working 
miracles, about healing the sick, or 
about the message and method of 
New Testament Christianity, must 
deal with these Scriptures, if they 
are in his Bible. They are in mine 
and I face them as fairly and hon- 
estly as I know how. See if they 
are in your Bible before you de- 
cide that the age of miracles has 
past or that God has in any wise 
changed the age or dispensation 
or His manner of dealing with 
Christians since the day of Christ 
and the apostles.

What Christ commanded 
the aposties is to be observed by 
every Christian, in all nations, to 
the end of tne world, That cleariy 
says no new dispensation, no new 
age has come or will come until 
the end ci: the world. Cnristians 
are to pray like the apostles, have 
Holy Spirit power like the apos- 
tles, have answers to prayer i:ike 
the apostles. Christians all over the 
world, in every age, even in 1936, 


should be taught “to observe ail p 


things whatsoever’ Christ com- 
manded the apostles! This is the 
explicit statement of Matthew 2s: 
18-20. 

(2). If Mark 9: 23 is in your 
Bible and means what it says, then 
“all things (even miracles) are 
possible to him that believeth.” 
The only question is, does this 
verse mean what it says? I believe 


80. 

(3). If Mark 11:23 means what 
it says, then it is still true that 
“whosoever (anybody in the world, 
just like the ‘wnosoever’ in John 
3:16) shall say unto this mountain, 
Be thou removed, and be thou cast 
into the sea; and shall not doubt 
in his heart, but shall believe that 
those things which he saith shall 
come to pass; he shall have what- 
soever he saith (anything he wants, 
even miracles )” Anybody any 
where can have anything he has 
faith enough for, this Scripture 
Says, even a miracle like moving a 
mountain into the sea! That is 
what the verse says: now does it 
mean what it says? I believe it 
does! If so, then the age of mir- 
acles is not past and God still an- 
swers prayer just the same today 
as in New Testament days! 

In the same passage, Mark 11:24 
says that “What things '‘soever ye

good, not reliable as Torrey, Gor- 
don, etc, 

Dr, John Roach Straton, pastor 
of Calvary Baptist Church in New 
York City was a great Fundamen- 
talist Baptist preacher. He be- 
lieved in divine healing, and 
preached a series of sermons on it 
even ha healing services, but 
without the fanaticism which pro- 
fessional healers have. These ser- 
mons by Dr. Straton were pub- 
lished in a book, DIVINE HEAL- 
ING IN SCRIPTURE AND LIFE, 
154 pages. 

My own heart has been greatly 
stirred and blessed as I read these 
sermons by Dr, Straton. You may 
not agree with all his conclusions, 
as I do not, but you must be im- 
pressed with the great Gospel 
preaching he did, with his sincerity 
and with his strict devotion to the 
Word of God. Dr. Straton himself 
was marvelously healed in answer 
to prayer. He is known in the 
southwest through his appearances 
at the First Baptist Church, Fort 
Worth, and the First Baptist 
Church in Oklahoma City where he 
held meetings. 

Doubtless the greatest book writ- 
ten on divine healing in modern 
times is THE MINISTRY OF 
HEALING, by A. J. Gordon. Dr. 
Gordon, a famous Baptist, pastor 
of Clarendon Street Baptist Church 
in Boston, founded the Bible Col- 
lege at Boston. He was a devout 
man, a thorough Bible student, 
greatly blessed in his ministry. Dr. 
Gordon is quoted by nearly all re- 
cent books on the subject. This 
book faces the question of miracu- 
lous healing frankly, and the great 
Baptist preacher gives the testi- 
mony of Justin Martyr, Irenaeus, 
Terullian, Origen, and Clement 
showing that miracles certainly 
continued after the death of the 
apostles, He gives the testimonies 
of miracles among the Waldenses, 
Moravians, the Hugenots, the Cov- 
enanters of Scotland, the Friends, 
Baptists, and Methodists, He shows 
that in every age since Christ, mi- 
raculous healings have continued 
and gives proof from the best pos- 
sible authorities. He gives well- 
attested proof of miracles on the 
foreign mission fields and case af- 
ter case of healings known to un- 
questioned authorities in America 
and in modern times. 

Throughout the book he is kind, 
temperate, and has a holy devo- 
tion to the Scriptures. 

This book on “ine Ministry of 
Healing,” by Dr. A. J. Gordon, 
greatly influenced Dr. W. B, Riley 
and is quoted by him in Dr. Riley’s 
booklet on “Divine Healing.” 

Every preacher who studies the 
matter of divine healing at all will 
want to have Dr. Gordon’s book. 
The book contains 249 pages, price, 
$1.00 cloth bound. 

The best smaller book on the 

subject is “Divine Healing” by Dr. 
R. A. Torey. But this book is now 
out of print. Dr. Torrey teaches 
exactly the position which I have 
taught and which position I have 
held for years. Dr. Torrey plainly 
says that he knows he has wit- 
nessed miraculous healing. Dr. Tor- 
rey himself often anointed sick 
people with ou and prayed for 
them and gives examples of won- 
derful healing in answer to his own 
rayers., 
However, Dr. Torrey does not 
agree with the methods and teach- 
ing of professional healers or of 
Pentecostal healers. 

He opposed commercialized heal- 
ing. He believed that it was not 
always God’s will to heal, that 
it is often proper to use doctors 
and medicines but that God many 
times heals without any natural 
means and in direct answer to 
prayer, sometimes instantly. Some 
copies of this book are available 
at second hand book stores and I 
Lope it may be re-printed. It may 
be read in many libraries. I read 
it through the kindness of the 
Evangelical Theological College Li- 
brary in Dallas. 

Of the books available I suggest 
that interested readers get “The 
Ministry of Healing,” by. A. J. 
Gordon for $1.00. It may be or- 
dered from the Sword Book Room, 
our book store in Dallas, or from 
other good book stores. Dr, W. B. 
Riley’s booklet on “Divine Healing” 
sells for 10c a copy and is very 
fine. We will be glad to furnish 
any of the above books which can 
be obtained. 

But every student of this ques- 
tion will be profoundly impressed 
with the fact that such a large per

“BLIND EYES 
OPENED”

Junn hoacu 
dtraton. li was tais eailors juy 
to meet Dr. Straton severai yeurs 
ago when he preacned in tne f£rst 
baptist Churcn at fort wortn sev- 
erai times. He 1s now In Heaven 
While Dr. Straton beneved m ai- 
iowing women to preacn, as ao a 
large percent of Nortnern sapvwists, 
but 1 do not, ne was a migucy 
prophet of God, a great soul-winner 
and a marveious preacher. 

The book, “Divine Healing in 
Scripture and Life’, coutains ten 
sermons preached by Dr, Straton in 
Calvary saptist Church on Divine 
healing, but always with a soul- 
winning appeal. l'’ney nave greatiy 
stirred my heart, though I do not 
agree wito him entirely). 

“Blind Eyes Opened” 

“We have here at Calvary 
Church a dear sister whose blind 
eyes were opened in answer to the 
prayer of taith, atter the leading 
eye specialists of New York, bos- 
ton and Canada had failed to heip 
her and had pronounced her case 
utterly hopeless, She is our work- 
er with the littie chilaren in our 
Sunday School, and her husbana, a 
deeply consecrated man, is also 4 
teacher in our Sunday School. ‘his 
noble woman was heaied before we 
began definite healing services here 
at Calvary Church, but I shali nev- 
er torget how her striking testi- 
mony, tollowing a sermon which I 
had preached on healing, encourag- 
ed others to claim the Lord’s pow- 
er for their bodies because He has 
borne our sicknesses in His own 
body on the tree. She told us how 
for many years she was a physical 
wreck, undergoing nine serious op- 
erations in New York  hospitais 
and getting worse instead of better 
all the time. Then, with tears up- 
on her cheeks, she told us how she 
woke up one morning and found 
herself stone blind. ‘then she was 
carried to the best obtainable 
physicians in New York, Boston 
and Canada, but all to. no avail. 
One after the other they told her 
that her case was utterly hopeless.

IS THE AGE OF 
MIRACLES PAST? 
(Continued from ?f’revious issue) 


~ This promise is a promise of mir- 
acles woenever God gives faith tor 
them, without doubting. Jesus men- 
tions the miracie of a@ mountain 
being Cast into the sea and then 
makes the promise even more gen- 
eral to inciude anything else, 
“whatsoever he saith” or “wiat 
things soever ye desire, when ye 
pray.” Mark 11:22-24 is an un- 
limited promise, including muracies 
for “whosoever” in any age has 
faith enough for them. 


Compare Mark 11:23 With 
John 3:16 


Our unbelieving hearts like to 
push away this promise and de- 
Clare it is mot for today, thal it 
was good only to the aposties or 
Christians of their day. But the 
plain words of Jesus say otherwise. 

Again, to clear our minds of 
prejudice, let us compare this 
promise of answered prayer with 
the promise of Jesus concerning 
salvation. 

In John 3:16 Jesus said: 

"For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that WHOSOEVER believeth 
in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.’ 

Mark 


The same Jesus said 


°20: 


iD 


For verily | say unto you, That 
WHOSOEVER shall say unto this 
mountain, Be thou removed, and 
be thou cast into the sea; and 
shall not doubt in his heart, but 
shall believe that those things 
which he saith shall come to pass; 
he shall have whatsoever he saith.’ 


Both promises came from the 


mouth of Jesus Himself, 

Both promises are in the gos- 
pels, not in the church epistles of 
Paul. 

Both promises are addressed to 
the same people, using identically 
the same word, whosoever. 


Now all who honestly believe 
that we have a right to claim John 
3:16 for today must admit that 
we have a right to claim Mark 
11:23 for today. If whosoever is 


universal in one verse, the same 
term is universal in the other 
verse. 


Some people say that John 3:16 
is not a sufficient plan of salva- 
tion for sinners in this age. Some 
say there is no miraculous change 
of heart (the new birth promised 
to Nicodemus in John 3 if he would 
believe) because they say the age 
of miracles is past. They are 
wrong. John 3:16 is still good for 
today since it is promised to 
and God still mi- 
raculously changes wicked hearts 
who trust in Christ. But those 


'of us who preach John 3:16 to 


sinners must also preach Mark 
11:23 to Christians. If one is good 


for today and for “whosoever, 


then so is the other one. 


It is as foolish to claim that 
physical miracles are impossible in 
this age as it is foolish to claim 
supernatural regeneration by faith 
in Christ is impossible in this age. 
Both spiritual and physical mira- 
cles.are included in these promises. 
Honest people have a choice of only 
two things which they may do 
about these verses. They can either 
believe them or disbelieve them. 
They cannot explain them away. 
And you cannot take one unless 
you take the other since the prom- 
ises are identically alike, similarly 
placed in the Bible, and both from 
the mouth of Jesus Himself. If 
Mark 11:23 was intended only for 
the aposties and no one else, then 
John 3:16 is good only for Nico- 
demus and no one else. Both are 
for “whosoever.” 


There is this difference, that God 
will give instantly to all sinners 
who seek Him, saving faith, while 
there have never been many people 


for physical miracles in Mark 11:- 
23. Physical miracles have always 
been more rare than the miracles 
of regeneration, but one is as cer- 
tainly promised for this age as the 
other.

is what Jesus saiu. Now did He 
mean just what He said’ I thiun 
He did. If that promise is still in 
force then there has been no 
change in the age or dispensation, 
and God has built no wail or par- 
tition between New Testament 
Christians and present day Chris- 
tians. For my part, I stui accept 
this as part of the Bible and be- 
lieve it is good for me. 

(6). John 15:% plainly teacne. 
that “If ye abide in me, (in touch 
with Christ and surrendered to His 
wili) and my words abide in you, 
(Knowing the will of Christ trom 
tne Bible) ye suall ask what ye 
wul, (anything you waat, without 
limit, whether natural or supernat- 
ural, ordinary or extraorainary) 
and it shall be done unto you!”’ 

From my childhood I have al- 
weys believed wat this promise 
was good for all Christians. in 
this loth chapter of John (verse 
5) Jesus said, “I am the vine, ye 
are the branches: He tnat abide.n 
in me, and I in him, the sale 
bringeth fortn much fruit: tor 
without me ye can do notaing. 
That certamly is for ali Christ.aus. 
we, too, are tae oranches of Varisi. 
we, too, are Commanded to aviuc 
in C"arist, we, too, saould have criss 
word abiding ix us. ‘then tae 
promise of John 15:/ must be Lox 
us. What you get in auswer to 
prayer wul be limited by tne wuts 
of Ubrist, not by naturai law.

Remember that tnis 5th chapter 
of James 1s good for the lasi 
days” (verse 5). It is i force 
“unto the coming of the Lord’ 
(verse 4). It is to help Christians 
to be patient and to stabiish their 
hearts when “the coming of the 
Lord draweth nigh” (verse 5). ic 
is reminding us 1n these last days 
that “behoid, the judge standac.u. 
before the door” (verse 9). If this 
Chapter is inspired of God, and 
means what it says, then it is itr 
us today in 1936. 

Mow consider James 5:14-18. 
Notice that it is a command, not 
to Jews about their Rabbi anu 
Synagogue, but to Christians and 
for “the elders of the church.” Ii 
so, then preachers today are per- 
mitted and commanded under cer- 
tain circumstances, to do just what 
the apostles did in Mark 6:13. ‘The 
aposties “anointed with oil many 
that were sick, and healed them.’ 
And elders of the church are com- 
manded, when called for by a sick 
Christian, to “pray over him, 
anointing him with oil in the name 
of the Lord.” And we are prom- 
ised that “the prayer of faith shail 
Save the sick, and the Lord shail 
raise him up.” There is a clear 
promise of healing in answer to 
prayer, whenever God gives the 
faith. That would be healing by 
supernatural, not natural means 
and it would therefore be a mirt- 
acle. Any healing by means of na- 
ture is not a miracle. Healing that 
it done without or contrary to or- 
dinary and natural means, is su- 
pernatural ana miraculous. 

And then the same passage, 
James 5:16-18, tells us that prayer 
avails much and urges Cnristians 
in these last days to pray like 
Elijah, since he was a man of like 
passions as we are, and remind- 
ing us that God wonderfully and 
miraculously answered his prayers.

| out to be out of date and no good 
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for this age? 

How would a sinner know thai 
“whosoever” in John 3:16 means 
him if we teil him that “whosoev- 
er’ in Mark 11:23 dces not mean 
him? How woulu he know tai 
the “him’ in John 6:37 (“atm tnat 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out’) is good for today if the 
“him” in Marx 9:23, (“all things 
are possible to him that believe... 
is not true? ‘

Unbelief is the besetting sin oz 
the world. Unbelief senus every 
doomed sinner to Hell. Unpelier iv 
the great sin that displeascs Wou, 
for we are told that “without taitn 
it is impossibie to piease him’ 
(Heb. 11:6). We are even toid 
taat unbelief in the maiter vu; 
prayer is the chief thing that dis- 
pieases God, tor the rest of the 
same verse says, “tor he that com- 
eth to God must believe tnat he is, 
and that he is a rewarder or them 
that diligently seek him.” 

Unbeliet has always been wicked, 
and true Christians have been 
plained in every age by the wicked, 
rebellious unbeiiet in the un-Curis- 
tian worid. But now a deadty peril 
shows itseif and unbelief is mount- 
ing rapidly even m tne cnhuicies.

They 
believe that part of the Great Ccm- 
mission is for us today but the rest 
of it is not. They believe that God 
may work spiritual miracles but 
not natural miracles. Good mea 
often say that “the age of miracies 
is past,” forgetting altogether that 
the Bible promises innumerabie 
miracles in the future and disre- 
garding the plain teaching of the 
Great Commission that ali the con- 
verts throughout the ages are to 
be taught’ to observe all things 
Christ commanded the apostles. 

Dear reader, are Matthew 28: 
18-20, Mark 9:23, Mark 11:22-24, 
Mark 16:15-18, John 14:12-14, John 
15:7, and James 5:14-18 in your 
Bible? If they are, do they mean 
what they say? Then what will 
you do about it? Will you believe 
the Word of God or doubt it?
